7. Laſtly, the Poor, which ſhe fed 
in great numbers, not only with frag- 


| ments and broken meat, but with 


liberal proviſion purpoſely made for 
them. She was a great pitier, yea a 
great lover of the poor, and ſhe 
built a convenient houſe on purpoſe 
for them at her London-Seat, (2s 
they had one at Leez) to ſhelter 
them from rain and heat, while they 


'received their dole; and when ſhe 


was at London with her Family, had 
in her abſence, whilſt no houſe was 
keptat Lcez, a kind of houſe kept 


| for their ſakes alone: That is, 
| twice a week, good Beef and Bread 
| providesl for the poor of four ad- 
| jacent Pariſhes, and hath taken or- 


cer, in her Will to have the ſame 
continued three months after her 
F deccalc, 


For - 
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 deceaſe, and by the fame Will hath 
given an hundred pounds to be di- 
{tributed to the Poor of Brainrree, 
Felſted, Little-Leez, and Quch-Wal- 
tam, at or ſhortly after her Fu- 
neral. 

And though it cannot reaſonably 
be expected from one who had no 
Lands of Inheritance, to leave chari- 
table foundations: Yet I may, with- 
out Hyperbole, ſay, that every year 
ſhe lived, after ſhe came tobe Miſtreſs 
of the Eſtate, ſhe gave as much in 
charity, as would have purchaſed 
Lands, ſufficient to have endowed an 
Alms-houſe or Free-School. And 
that pious and liberal foundation of 
Roch-ford Alms-houſe, which though 
founded legally by a Patent granted 
nnder the Broad Seal for its confir- 
mation, by the Anceſtors of that Fa- 
mily,of which ſhe bore the Title; was 
by the death of the Founder not en- 
dowed, yetasall her predeceſlors had 
done : | 

She always paid the Alms-peo- 
ple their full deſigned Allowance, 


and ordered by her laſt Will ut] 


ſhould be ſo done for a year after 


her deceaſe. And I mnf here take 
| leave 
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the ſatisfaction of all that relate to 
that Family, that thoſe Right ho- 
nourable and worthy perſons, to 

whom the eſtate deſcends, have a- 
zreed to continue the ſame plentiful 
allowance: And if I were worthy to 
adviſe them, I would earneſtly per- 
ſwade them to make Legal Settle- 
ment, and endow it with Lands to 
the value of what they reſolve to 
zllow, before they make the diviſion 
of the Eſtate. 

But methinks I hear it asked, 
what! had ſhe no Spors, no Scars, 
no real nor imputed Blemiſhes? how 
could ſhe live in ſuch an Age and 
not be corrupted, or at leaſt rraau- 
ced? neither ſcorched by the fire of 
mfeCtion, nor blackxed by the ſmoak 
of revengeful detrattion, for upbraid- 
ing the * tes by her innocency ? 
This overdoing is undoing, if you 
would make us believe the had na 
faults, we ſhall ſooner believe you have 
no truth; And that all you have ſaid 
hath more of Romance, and what you

leaveto add to their great honour,and

But I muſt implore that candour 
while I embalm her memory, with 
the ſweet Oyzntment of her own good 
name, you granted to her virtues 
which acquired ir, and made it fo fra- 
grant.

Draw back the Curtains, let in the 
light, ſurvey its ſecreteſt receſles ; 
nor She, nor 1 in her behalf, fear 
the molt piercing Eagle-eye or Scent: 
Not that I deny her to have been a 
Sinner, while I adore that Grace that 
made her a Saint, or that ſhe was a 
Woman, while I proclaim her a Ter- 
retrial Angel. 

Bur theſe three things I ſay, and 
will adhere to. 

Firlt, That fhe was not notori- 
oufly defeCtive in any Grace or 
Virtue, but as eminent in all as 
moſt . have been for any ſingle one: 
She was not only aliquid in omnibus 


- but omnis in fingulis, ſhe did abound

thers. Charity thinketh no evil, and 
ſhe uſed this good opinion of 0- 
thers, as an inſtrument to make 
them what ſhe was ſo willing to 
gnithe ſhe thought them: And 
though ite wouid never deſpair of 
any man, while the found them un- 
der the Awe of Goa's Autnority and 
Word; for even tho may receive 
ſome nouriſhme nt, who eat 2cainſt 
Stomach, and the Steve under the 
Pump may be cleanſed, though it 
F4 hold 
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hold no water ; yet if ſhe obſerved 
a perſon to ſcorn or deride the Scrip- 
tures, deſpiſe Gods Ordinances, and 
turn all that was ſacred into ridi- 


cule She uſed, as her Phraſe was, 


ro ſer her mark upon that man: And1 
muſt further add, She was neither fo 
often nor ſo much miſtaken in her 
judgment of perſons, as ſome ſup- 
poſed ſhe was 3 they more miſ-inter- 
preting her Civility, than ſhe did the 
others Sanctity. 

2. For her Defe of Avrger, 
which implies, if it be faulty, wart 
of zeal againſt ſin, and ſimners, and 
ſo 'tis an unjuſt charge; for though 
] confeſs ſhe could not rage and 
ſtorm, and diſcover her anger, as 
ſome perſons do, who verifie the 


nature; yet would ſhe make deep- 
er impreſiions of her diſpleaſure 
for great faults, than thoile who 
appeared r:vſt furious, like a ſtil] 
ſoaking ſhower, which will wet 
more than a driving ſtorm. And

ny ſervant had been fauity, they 
had rather have palled the .Gantlex 
thrice ot their Lord's moſt furious 
expreſlions, than have once heen 
ſent ſor totheir LadysCloſer, whoſe 
treatment was ſoft words, but hard 
arguments agalnit their faxirs, and 
like that filent lightning, which 
without the notſe of Thunder 
melts the Blade, and findgeth not 
tne Scaviiard ; Her reproofs were 
neither the frighrful hiſſing, ror the 
venoned ſitng, but the percrrating Ol.

This little is enough to extenu- 
ate her almoit commendable faults;
